Tjpon returns received, may not be all 
Republicans wcrald like it to be, there ia 
nothing discouraging in the result.

In 541 
election districts reported, out of 8,410 
outside of New York City and Brooklyn, 
Fassett'a vote fell 12,811 votes short of 
the vote received by Miller three years 
ago, while Flower's vote in tlie same dis- 
tricts fell 5,789 short of Hill's vote three 
years ago, making a total stay-at-home 
vote in one-sizth ot the State outside of 
New York City and Brooklyn of 18,400 
votes. What operated to bring about 
this result is purely a matter of conject- 
ure.

Fair issue which was injected into the 
ampaign by the Democrats, but, as the 
>er cent of loss is about the same in both 
>arties, this is not a reasonable nssnmp- 
ion. 
It is more likely that the loss was 


ue to dissatisfaction with the supposed 
nochine politics of both parties, It was 
his stay-at-home vote that defeated Fas- 
ett, or made it possible for Flower to 
each his great majority.

•hisky question, and whatever the result

In Massachusetts Gov. Rnssell stood

The campaign 
was 


argely made by tbo Republicans against 
Russell on his administration, but the 
ndicutions are that he has been re-eleot- 
d. It is unnecessary to say that the 
)emooruts would have preferred defeat 
n Iowa, New York and Massachusetts 
nan to see MoKinley elected. In other 
words, if by yielding their chances in all 
hsee elates, they could have compassed 
he defeat ot McKinley, they would not 
lave hesitated a moment to make the 
hoioe. Aside from this tho returns as 
ur BB received also show that the Repnb- 
icana have recovered South Dakota, 
Kansas and Nebraska, when there was 
much danger that the People's party 
might control. This insures again the 
olid northwest to the Republican ticket 
n 1892. Massachusetts and Iowa will 
>e certain for the Republicans in the 
national campaign; and, with tho clangor 


>t the Bo-oallod farmers' movement elim- 
nated as an element of danger to Bepub- 
ican national success, which the Demo- 
crats so fondly hoped might keep some 
of the western states out of the Republi- 
can columns, the result of yesterday 
practically insures the succeiis of the 
rarty in 1892.

NO COSTS OR FEES. 


Decision as to Justices and Small 


Towns in Illinois. 


A case was decided on Monday in the 


Supreme court which settles a contro- 
versy that has been going on tor years in 
nearly all the smaller towns in the state. 
It is a common thing for malefactors 
sentenced to fines by justices of the peace 
to be compelled to work out the amount 
of fines and costs on the streets or roads. 
It has long been o matter of dispute 
whether the town was responsible for 
justice costs in such oases. The justices 
argued that the towns received money's 
worth; that the streets and roads were 
improved, and that therefore the costs 
should be paid. In many, in fact in most 
oases this was done, but in some in- 
stances it was refused. A test case was 
made by J, B. Fosselman, a justice of the 
peace in Springfield, who had imposed n 
number of fines for violation of city ordi- 
nances. Poyment^of his cost bills was 
refused and suit was brought. The case 
was decided in favor of the city in the 
circuit court, and this decision was yes- 
terday affirmed in the Supreme court. 
The decision was that cities and towns 
are not liable for any costs worked out 
on the streets or roads affirmed. The 
Supreme court holds that the imprison- 
ment, or the work on the street of a per- 
son who has been fined,is simply a means 
of punishment, and that therefore in 
such coses the city collects no costs and 
owes none to the justice of lue peace or 
police magistrate imposing the fine. 
There is nothing to prevent towns from 
making such payments if they desire, 
bnt unless special ordinances are passed 
they cannot be collected by legal process. 
It is probable that now the matter is 
finally settled, and strong efforts will be 
made by the justices and their friends to 
have such ordinances passed.
